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This is a Petition to the Director to withdraw the requirement for an oath or declaration of 
the inventors under 37 C.F.R. 1.497(a) and (b), which requirement was made in the Notification 
of Missing Requirements mailed on April 19, 2006. Such a declaration was already submitted 
with the other papers nationalizing the application on January 3, 2006. 

There was an inadvertent erroneous indication in the International Application as filed 
that the second inventor is Tsuyoshi Naito. In fact, there is no person by that name who ever had 
any connection with the application or the invention. The problem lies in the translation of the 
second inventor's name, Tsuyoshi Uchiyama, from Japanese characters to English letters. Of the 
two Japanese characters comprising the names "Uchiyama" and "Naito", the first Japanese 
character is the same in both names. The person entering the English letters of the name in the 
International Application jumped to the conclusion that the name was "Naito", which is a more 
common name in Japan than "Uchiyama", and entered "Naito" in the International Application.
